received its name from the Roman name 

Aprilis which meant “to open.” The month 
is well-named, for it is the opening month of spring. 
During this month, in the northern hemisphere, na- 
ture really opens up and more changes are made 
than during any other thirty-day period. The buds 
on trees and bushes swell and open; the brown grass 
of the winter months’ becomes green, and many 
flowers open. In fact, a new and beautiful green 
world opens up to us in the changing world of 
April.

Another important time of the month is Arbor 
Day. This is set aside as a time to plant trees, and 
the date varies in different sections according to the 
best planting time. It is not a holiday. 


Easter usually comes in the month of April, bring- 
ing with it Palm Sunday, Good Friday, and so forth. 


The fact that April is the opening month for nature 
gives us the thought that it should also be the ideal 
time to open up a campaign for God in our churches. 
Spring days naturally bring new vigor to the mind 
and body which should be harnessed for good. 


Nearly all of our wars, as a nation, have begun 
in April; viz., the Revolutionary War, Mexican War, 
Civil War, and the United States entrance into World 
War I. The reason seems to be that it is an ad- 
vantageous time, because the weather during the 
succeeding months would be less likely to hinder the 
progress of the armies. The same is true about the 
religious warfare. All of us should make the best 
possible use of the invigorating days of April to 
launch a real battle against Satan, our constant 
enemy. We are not suggesting that the church has 
been sleeping during the winter months, but we are 
advocating a renewal of effort with the “opening” 
of wonderful days.

OD’S PEOPLE ARE A peculiar people. By pecu- 

liar we mean one that is not ordinary, but 

is unusual, odd, strange, uncommon, or dis- 
tinguished in nature and character from others. 

There are various ways that a person can be pecu- 
liar. Unfortunately, holiness people have usually given 
a shallow, superficial interpretation to this text, and 
consequently have missed the real depth of its mean- 
ing. Often ministers have stressed a peculiarity of 
dress, claiming that this added to the holiness of a 
person. However, if dress is the criterion by which 
one judges holiness, then we have been far surpassed 
by others, such as the Amish or Roman Catholics. 

One morning while standing on the balcony of the 
hotel in Cayes, Haiti, I saw a peculiar sight. A horse 
was walking down the street with something or some- 
one on its back. My interest was aroused and I placed 
myself in a better location to satisfy my curiosity. 
Soon I discovered that I was looking at a nun, dressed 
in all of her paraphernalia, riding a horse down the 
middle of the main street. It is true that the Roman 
priests and nuns wear a religious garb which readily 
brings recognition to their religious beliefs, and yet 
we will be quick to point out that this garb has 
little bearing on their degree of holiness. Thus, one 
can see that the error is in stressing the definition 
of peculiar in its reference to dress or custom, instead 
of distinguishing its reference to one’s nature or 
character. 

God’s people are a peculiar people. Their peculiarity 
is marked by their having a different nature or 
character than those who are not God’s people. By 
nature we mean the qualities which they acquire at 
birth. God’s people have a born-again experience, and 
from that moment onward their nature is changed.

No longer are they primarily striving for selfish gains, 
but their desire is to be of service to others. The 
nature of the world is to satisfy the lust of the flesh, 
and the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life. Their 
common motto is “Let every man look out for him- 
self.” The “survival of the fittest” is uppermost in 
their consciousness. Material gain and security are 
paramount. 


In contrast, the Christian’s nature is to love. By 
love I mean the identifying of one’s self with those 
with whom he associates.

It is unknown to their nature and one who is moti- 
vated by such is quickly recognized as being a peculiar 
person. Therefore, let us “show forth the praises of 
him who has called us” by our nature, by our inward 
factors of motivation, by our love, by our giving of 
ourselves, our time, our possessions, our thoughts, our 
deeds. Let love, the true nature of the Christian, shine 
forth. Let us love the Lord our God with all of our 
heart, mind, soul, and strength and our neighbor 
as ourselves. Be peculiar. Exemplify love.

1 Samuel 7:3, 4, “And Samuel spake unto all the 
house of Israel, saying, If you- do return unto the 
Lord with all your hearts, then put away the strange 
gods and Ashtaroth from among you, and prepare 
your hearts unto the Lord, and serve him only: and 
he will deliver you out of the hands of the Philistines. 
Then the children of Israel did put away Baalim 
and Ashtaroth, and served the Lord only.” 


ALVATION IS DELIVERANCE from sin and 

the consequence of sin. Sin is transgression 

of the laws of God. When a sinner or back- 
slider comes to God and receives salvation, he is not 
only saved from his.sins, but also from that to which 
sin leads, in the end. In order for a person to enjoy 
the experience of salvation, there are some require- 
ments from God that man must meet. God requires 
men everywhere to repent. 


Repentance Is God’s Command to the Sinner and 
by It, the Gulf Is Bridged Between Him and God 


Samuel told the people in the text, “If ye do return 
unto the Lord.” This proves that they were away from 
God. This had been brought about by sin. Sin leads 
men in the opposite direction from God. Sinner 
friend or backslider, each time that you sin, you 
are lengthening the distance between you and your 
God. When a man repents, he changes his course 
by which he has been traveling away from God and 
he comes to God. The Bible records that the Wise 
Men, after worshiping the Christ Child, returned an- 
other way. Repentance is not merely a bodily act; 
it is a turning of the heart as well: “If ye do return 
unto the Lord with all your hearts.” 


Turning to God is the beginning of a new life, 
which daily brings one closer to God. Paul told the 
Athenians on Mars’ hill, in Acts 17:27, “That they 
should seek the Lord, if haply they might feel after 
him, and find him, though he be not far from every 
one of us.” Yet God was nearer to Paul then He was 
to any other man on Mars’ hill, because Paul was 
much more like God in character than they were. 
Paul had once been far from the God whom he now 
served, and the Saviour for which he was now ready 
to die, but he had diminished that distance by re- 
pentance, and by having his life changed by Jesus 
of Nazareth. 

The people to whom Samuel was preaching here 
in the text were at such a distance from God that 
they had become partakers of the debasing idolatry 
of the Canaanites, and the worship of Baal. As the 
road of sin and iniquity is downhill, sinner friend, 
each step that you take not only leads you farther 
and farther from God, but also the speed by which 
you are traveling is increasing as you gather momen- 
tum. Even so, as the Prophet Isaiah said in Isaiah 
59:1, 2, “Behold, the Lord’s hand is not shortened, 



































that it cannot save; neither his ear heavy, that it 
cannot hear: but your iniquities have separated be- 
tween you and your God, and your sins have hid 
his face from you, that he will not hear.” 


Repentance Comes From a Sense of Need 


Geographically speaking, men move from one local- 
ity to another many times because there arises a 
sense of need. Perhaps a man becomes dissatisfied 
with the things he meets in the road he travels, and 
the environment in which he lives; this causes him to 
move to another job or another section of the country. 
This can also be true of a man’s soul. When a person 
has been led from one place of revelry in sin to an- 
other until his soul becomes so burdened with the 
load of sin that it seems he cannot live any longer 
under the load, then there arises that sense of the 
need of a Saviour who has power to forgive sin and 
roll away burdens. 

This was true of the prodigal son, in Luke 15:17-19, 
“And when he came to himself, he said, How many 
hired servants of my father’s have bread enough and 
to spare, and I perish with hunger! I will arise and 
go to my father, and will say unto him, Father, I 
have sinned against heaven, and before thee, and 
am no more worthy to be called thy son: make me 
as one of thy hired servants.” Remembering the good- 
ness of his father helped him to repent. Paul, writing 
to the Romans, said, “The goodness of God leadeth 
thee to repentance.” 


ISRAEL HAD NOW BEGUN to feel that 
they wanted something as a nation which Baal and 
Ashtaroth could not give. “They lamented after the 
Lord.” As a child would mourn after his parents, 
when being taken from their sight, so Israel lamented 
or mourned after the Lord. Such a feeling of want 
is a sign of a reawakening conscience. The very fact 
that a person can feel the convicting power of God, 
leads to a hope that he can be saved. He who feels 
the sense of spiritual need is not morally dead, his 
conscience may have been lying dormant for a long 
time, but its outcry is a sure sign that it is not dead; 
this is often the first step to true repentance. 

The words of a godly man or woman at a time 
which God is dealing with the unsaved, ofttimes 
help lead that person to repentance. The words of 
Peter on the Day of Pentecost helped his hearers 


to repentance. Acts 2:37, 38, “Now when they heard’ 


this, they were pricked in their heart, and said unto 
Peter and the rest of the apostles, Men and brethren, 
what shall we do? Then Peter said unto them, Repent, 
and be baptized every one of you in the name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” Samuel’s words 
to Israel encouraged and stimulated their desire to 
return to God. 


After Repentance Comes Liberty 


The condition under which the Israelite people were 
to receive their liberty from the bondage of the Phil- 
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istines was, “If ye do return unto the Lord ... ., 
he will deliver you out of the hands of the Philistines.” 
There could be no enjoyment of spiritual blessings 
until there was a returning to God, and a forsaking 
of the heathen gods. God not only requires men to 
repent, but He also expects men to forsake the things 
that caused him to have to repent. Moses told the 
people in his day that if they let remain in their 
midst the sins of the Canaanite nations, it would 
hinder their liberty in the Lord and impede their 
progress in the good land. “It shall come to pass, 
that those which ye let remain of them shall be 
pricks in your eyes, and thorns in your sides, and 
shall vex you in the land wherein ye dwell,” Numbers 
33:55. 


When Jesus raised Lazarus from the dead, he came 
forth bound with grave clothes, but Jesus told the 
people that were standing near to loose him and 
let him go. Jesus not only wants us to have life, 
but also wants His people to enjoy the liberty of 
that new life He gives. When a man truly repents 
of his sins, he becomes a new creature in Christ. Old 
desires and sins are passed away, and all things are 
become new. 








URING THE DARK days of World War II, 

many countries were hard put to carry on 

their economies. The best brains in the world 
worked on finding ways and means to produce sub- 
stitutes for many raw materials that were in short 
supply because of the sea lanes’ being endangered by 
the lurking submarines of the enemies. 

Chemistry had made such advances that it was pos- 
sible to determine that matter was made up of various 
combinations of different elements. It was already 
known that water comprised two atoms of hydrogen 
and one atom of oxygen. One atom of sodium and one 
atom of chlorine would make one molecule of table 
salt. Twelve atoms of carbon, twenty-two atoms of 
hydrogen and eleven atoms of oxygen would make 
one molecule of sugar. Synthetic rubber was produced 
and many other much-needed commodities. By chemi- 
cal analysis it was possible to find out of what some- 
thing was made and then, by simply gathering to- 
gether these component parts from various sources 
and “assembling” them, a synthetic article could be 
produced. 

This may sound very complicated, but in reality it is 
not. It is nothing more than the equivalent of making 
a cake as our grandmothers used to do it, but instead 
of working with flour, baking powder, sugar, eggs, 
milk, water, and flavoring, other elements were used. 
It could well be called a recipe. Nowadays, of course, 
the easiest way to make a cake is to go to the super- 
market, get a packet of cake mix, bring it home, add 
eggs and water or milk, mix it up, put it in the oven, 
and out comes a beautiful cake. 

This synthetic way of living has invaded the realm 
of religion. To many persons, religion is nothing more 
or less than a combination of moral ingredients that 
produce a good-living person. However, religion in its 
life-giving form is a Person. That Person is Christ. 
If we do not have Christ, we do not have Bible re- 
ligion no matter how many of the ingredients we may 
have. Bible religion begins and ends in a Person. We 
must be able to say with the Apostle Paul, “I live, 
yet not I, but Christ liveth in me.” Bible religion is not 
the adding up of Christian virtues. It is Christ. 

With the manufacture of synthetic materials we 
start with a formula and build from the ground up, 
adding elements to elements in various combinations 
until the total number of atoms is reached in the right 
proportions. All that is required is the proper formula 
and access to the various elements needed and the 
skill in adding them one to another. 


In the eyes of the world, morality is religion. When 
we have a proper understanding of the situation, how- 
ever, we can see that morality is synthetic. Morality 
can be produced by man. Christianity cannot be pro- 
duced by synthetic means. The elements comprising 
Christianity cannot be gathered together in the hu- 
man or natural realm. Their origin is essentially 
supernatural. In other words, a Christian cannot be 
built from earthly materials. A Christian is something 
“out of this world.” Theirs is a supernatural birth. 

Jesus, in speaking to one who was a leader in the 


religion of His day, said, “Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom of God.” This opera- 
tion is a cancelling out of one combination of atoms, 
so to speak, and replacing them with an entirely new 
combination. The “natural” man is cancelled out and 
is replaced by the “new” man. 


When Jesus told Nicodemus that he must be “born 
again,” the word that was used by the Apostle John 
in the Greek language in which this Gospel was writ- 
ten was anothen. This means “born from above.” Be- 
coming a Christian, then, is not a matter of adding 
together a number of moral ingredients, but rather, 
it is the receiving of a new kind of life from a com- 
pletely new source. This life is Christ. 


This life is offered to all of mankind through the 
preaching of the gospel. In order for this life to be- 
gin, it is necessary for you to take a definite attitude 
toward your previous manner of living. This attitude 
is known in the Bible as repentance. Before the new 
life can begin, you must desire to be liberated from 
the entanglement of sin. You must realize that sin is 
foreign to the new life that you need. You must de- 
sire a new relationship with God your Creator. Sin 
“atoms” must be thrown out and replaced by the grace 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, who wants to save you from 
the burden, guilt, and penalty of sin. You must bring 
your will into operation. In other words, when you 
line up your will with the will of God, things will begin 
to happen. The Holy Spirit will work in the matter 
and you will have your first taste of supernatural 
power.

The throwing out of the sin “atoms” is accomplished 
by your confessing to God your past sin. You call up- 
on Him to forgive you your sins for Christ’s sake 
and He does it, and immediately you believe His writ- 
ten Word: “If we confess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness.” You will feel the power of God re- 
lease you from the weight of sin on your heart. The 
throwing out of the “sin atoms,” then, is accomplished 
by confession of past sin, and the place of expulsion 
is sealed off by repentance fortified by the power of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. The blood which Jesus shed 
on the cross of Calvary has a peculiar power to bring 
release from the condemnation of a guilty conscience. 

Christ will then manifest His divine presence in your 
life and the graces and virtues of the Christ-life will 
abound. Love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, and temperance will be your 
everyday experience. You will love everybody and de- 
sire that they share this new-found joy which you 
have. You will have a deep-settled peace in your heart 
because you are at one with God. Longsuffering or 
patience and goodness will replace bad temper and 
irritability. Faith will replace fear. Meekness will re- 
place the “I’ll show them” attitude. Temperance will 
bring you to an even keel. You will be a new person. 

It is here that we should stop to think a little. We 
stop to sound a note of warning. How is it that a per- 
son, having once had this glorious experience of being 
“born from above,” can ever change? Christ told His 
disciples in John 15: “I am the true vine, and my

Father is the husbandman. Every branch in me that 
beareth not fruit he taketh away: and every branch 
that beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that it may bring 
forth more fruit . . . Abide in me, and I in you. As 
the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except it abide 
in the vine; no more can ye, except ye abide in me. 
...If a man abide not in me, he is cast forth as a 
branch, and is withered... .” 

The maintenance of the Christ-life is, as we can 
clearly see from the above, contingent upon abiding. 
Without this constant abiding there is a breakdown in 
the nature of the new spiritual substance that per- 
mits the re-entrance of “sin atoms,” and the soul 
becomes the battlefield of warring elements. This is 
what Peter means in 1 Peter 2:11: “Dearly beloved, 
I beseech you as strangers and pilgrims, abstain from 
fleshly lusts, which war against the soul... .” 


ABIDING IN CHRIST MEANS a day-by- 
day surrender to the will of God. It means putting 
Christ first in all of our deliberations. It means feed- 
ing on the Word of God and fellowship with Christ in 
prayer. Without this there is a breakdown in the 
spiritual substance, and sin enters and acts as a fifth 
column in the soul. An Old Testament Scripture aptly 
illustrates this thought. 


In 2 Chronicles 12:9, 10 we read of Shishak, king 
of Egypt, coming up against Jerusalem and spoiling 
the king’s house of its treasures. Solomon had built 
a magnificent temple and also a house in which to 
display his fabulous wealth. He made shields of gold 
to line the walls. Rehoboam, when a boy, undoubtedly 
walked through the Temple and the king’s house and 
gazed in wonderment upon the fabulous display of 
wealth. In the days of Solomon, his father, God’s 
presence inhabited the Temple, but Rehoboam forsook 
God and depended upon the representations of God’s 
glory. When Shishak sacked Jerusalem, the golden 
shields were carried off. What did Rehoboam do? He 
could not bear to look upon the empty place where 
the golden shields once graced the walls, so he made 
for himself shields of brass. In other words he yielded 
to synthetics. 

When a person ceases to abide in Christ, the golden 
shields of His divine presence are stolen by the devil 
and there is an aching void in the heart of the one 
spoiled. How many, like Rehoboam, make “shields of 
brass” to fill this empty place? How many still try to 
pray the same phrases that used to be laden with the 
power of God but now have their edges dulled? How 
many try “shields of brass” that make a clanging 
sound to replace the ringing shout of real Holy-Ghost 
victory? 

Rehoboam’s sin was stated in a few pungent words: 
“He did evil, because he prepared not his heart to seek 
the Lord.” 

Yielding to synthetics after being born again is even 
more serious than yielding to synthetics before having 
entered into the glorious experience of the “new birth.” 

Christ is our life. Let us abide in Him so that “when 
Christ, who is our life, shall appear, then shall ye 
also appear with him in glory.”

the head jailer of the Salem Central Prison, 

who was a Christian with an outstanding testi- 
mony for the Lord Jesus Christ. Finally, through a 
friend of ours who works in the India Sunday School 
Union Book Shop, we made plans to visit Salem, 
spend a few days with this man, and conduct some 
gospel meetings. 

On April 18, 1956, H. L. Turner, C. V. Samuel, our 
pastor from the Coonoor Church, Mrs. Pospisil and 
I drove our car from Ootacamund to Salem. Mr. J. J. 
Sherrard, the converted jailer, had written that we 
would know his place because as we passed by in front 
of the house we would see the words JESUS SAVES 
in large letters. We arrived about six o’clock in the 
afternoon and were met by Brother Sherrard. He had 
been waiting and watching for us since about four 
o’clock, and was beginning to wonder if we would 
arrive in time for the evening meeting. Meetings had 
been arranged in the Eaton Memorial Church of which 
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This board and several other posters hung promi- 
nently on his veranda.

Stephen Raju, a splendid young Indian man is the 
pastor. It is a Holiness Church. 

Mr. J. J. Sherrard holds a very responsible position. 
As chief jailer of this central prison that houses more 
than 1,000 prisoners, he has only one superior officer 
over him, that is the superintendent of the prison. 
Mr. Sherrard also fills this position whenever the su- 
perintendent is on leave. 

The house in which Mr. Sherrard lives is Indian 
government property. Yet boldly he has set in concrete 
in letters about two feet high the words, JESUS SAVES. 
On his veranda he has several large signs and placards 
displaying that salvation is only through Jesus Christ, 
that Jesus heals, that Jesus is coming soon, etc. Im- 
portant government officials visit the prison often, 
and of course, most of them are Hindus. He has pre- 
pared rubber stamps of verses such as John 3:16, Acts

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4:12, John 14:6, and stamps these verses on all letters 
leaving his office. Here is one Christian in India who 
does not believe in putting his light under a bushel. 
There should be no mistake as to which side he is on. 
He has openly declared his faith in Jesus as the only 
Saviour. He is friendly toward the Pentecostal people, 
but has not received the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
He is seeking the baptism of the Holy Ghost and 
desires an interest in your prayers that the Lord 
might indeed fill him with His Spirit. We do not have 
a Church of God in Salem. 

I asked Mr. Sherrard about his conversion. He told 
me that he had an appointment in the Telugu field. 
He was worldly and had had no interest in the Chris- 
tian religion. His life was like that of many persons 
who are not saved; he drank, played cards, frequented 
the show house, and if anything was even more rough 
than the average. However, his life gave him no real 
satisfaction. He met an old, retired Baptist minister 
who took an interest in him. He would talk with him 
about the things of God. Eventually, he became in- 
terested, and interest ripened into a real conversion. 
Then life began to mean something to him. He had 
received that for which his soul had longed. He felt 
that since this had met his need, it would also meet 
the needs of others. Therefore, he is trying to help 
others to find salvation and real satisfaction and pur- 
pose in life. 

Mr. Sherrard has been able to lead many of the 
prisoners to Christ. I will mention only one instance. 
A man had been sentenced to death for murder. While 
confined in the prison awaiting his execution, he 
somehow managed to get a large stone and kill an- 
other man in the prison. He had committed murder 
outside the prison, and again inside the prison. Such 
a hardened criminal as he was, yet Brother Sherrard 
was able to lead him to Christ before his execution. 
The man gave his heart to Christ, and gave every evi-

dence of a real change. Though he had to pay for 
his crimes with his life; yet, we believe the Lord had 
mercy upon him and saved his soul. 


It was during the time we were having these meet- 
ings that Brother Wade H. Horton visited us here in 
India. On Thursday night a telegram was handed 
to me saying that Brother Horton would arrive by 
plane in Madras at ten o’clock in the morning of the 
next day. After the meeting, Brother Turner, Sister 
Pospisil and I drove through the night to Madras, 
arriving about four o’clock in the morning. Brother 
T. M. Varughese, our field secretary, had also arrived 
the night before from the Telugu field in the city. 
So we all were able to meet Brother Horton. We made 
some quick arrangements for meetings, and on Satur- 
day and Sunday, Brother Horton was able to be with 
us in Salem. You can see Brother Horton and the con- 
verted jailer standing together in front of his home 
on the picture. 


Pray for India that many more such nationals will 
be converted and will boldly witness for Jesus Christ. 
This gospel has never refused to go anywhere where 
people were willing to carry it. May the Lord help 
us to let our light shine.

I was informed that I 
had a cupful of gallstones in my 
gall bladder and that they would 
not consider operating until I lost 
weight. They wanted me to lose a 
hundred pounds, and after losing 
weight, instead of one operation, 
I would have to have four major 
operations and two local ones. They 
found I had angina. My blood 
pressure was 208 and I was badly 
anemic. With the care of my home 
and my aged mother and the 
church I pastored, I grasped faith

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me strength to carry on, which He 
did. The thought would come to 
me sometimes that if God could 
give me strength to go on with my 
work with all these diseases prey- 
ing on my body, and the faith to 
believe it, He could also give me 
faith to heal my body without an 
operation. 

There was much praying done 
for me. People all over this state 
and in other states prayed for me. 
I continued to suffer and was 
getting weaker. I had lost. 30 
pounds when I went to the prayer 
conference. I told Sister G. R. Wat- 
son, the wife of the pastor of the 
Riverside Church of God in Atlan- 
ta, about my condition on Monday 
night of the prayer conference. 
She laid her hand on me and be- 
gan to pray for me. She asked that 
the Lord grant that when I went 
back for a check-up that the doc- 
tor would find me in excellent con- 
dition. 

Tuesday morning our dear 
Brother Johnson, Overseer of Geor- 
gia, was in charge of the Confer- 
ence and asked a few to testify.
